He 
told the cadets that the United 
States Army is likely, hereafter, 
“ to be hardly more than a national 
police” and he condensed into one 
paragraph the doctrine which the 
nation needs most to consider, as 
to the Indians, as follows: 
“ War 
with Indian tribes can never as­ 
sume formidable dimensions. 
The 
savage is more ready to accept civ­ 
ilization than civilization is to ac­ 
cept him. 
With all his faults, and 
he has many, the American Indian 
is not half so black as he has been 
painted. 
He is cruel

sures him that it is bared upon 
justice, truth, honesty, aud com­ 
mon sense; it is not impossible that 
with a fair and square system of 
dealing with him, the American 
Indian would make a better citizen 
than many who neglect the duties 
and abuse the privileges of that 
proud title.” 
When the people are 
as ready to accept the Indian as a 
citizen as the Indian is to accept 
civilization, provision will speedily 
be made for the instruction of all 
the savages in the ways of civilized 
life, aud a reward of land, cattle 
aud tools will be offered to nil In­ 
dians who qualify themselves to 
manage a farm. 
It is folly to con­ 
tinue to pay about $25,000,000 a 
year to 
feed and fight Indians, 
when a less annual expenditure for 
their education during the next ten 
years would make them self-sup­ 
porting citizens.

THE BOOK THIEPS DEVICE. 


V aluable Bookit o f P o rtrait* 
*■4 B are Illu stra tio n s. 
(New York Letter.] 
“The newest trick of book thieves ie a mast 
curious one,” said a Nassau street book j 
dealer, the other day, “and I confess it took i 
me in completely, although I have been in J 
the business forty years, aad though I knew I 
a good deal. 
A very well dressed man came 
in and represented himself aa the assistant 
librarian of the new public library in Gievo» 
land. He said he had come to this city to 
buy 20,000 books, among which he wanted to 
inolude about forty representative copies of 
the old theological works printed in New 
England within the Aret century after the 
settlement of the Puritans. 
“Of course I gave him permission to look 
at what I bad in that line,” said the book­ 
dealer. 
“After examining the books for 
about half an hour the man went out, saying 
that he intended to visit other bookstores in 
the neighborhood. 
He returned about 3 
o’clock in the afternoon and looked again at 
the books, and then went away, promising to 
call this morning and make his purchases. 
“Just after he had gone I noticed that he 
had put one of the books back on the wrong 
shelf. It was a volume of Cotton Mather’s 
sermon printed in Cambridge in 1658, and 
was almost unique ic this country. Taking 
it down I felt that there was some small 
substance between some of the leaves, and, 
sure enough, there was—a piece of wet string 
laid against the binding just back of where 
there had been a 
woodcut portrait of 
Cotton 
Mather 
himself. 
But 
the 
woodcut had disappeared. 
The rascal 
had slipped the wet string in during his 
first visit to the store, 
and it had so 
moistened the paste with which the portrait 
was fastened in the book that during bis 
second visit he bad slipped the cut out and 
put it in his pocket without cutting or tear­ 
ing it in the least 
An examination of the 
volumes the thief had looked over revealed 
the fact that he had in the same way stolen 
seventeen other woodcuts and engravings, 
the loss of which decreases the value of the 
volumes fully one-half. 
For instance, the 
Cotton Mather sermons were worth $180 with 
the portrait, while without it I can’t sell the 
book fen- more than $50. Do I expect to 
catch him I 
Well, I hardly expect to be so 
fortunate.” 
“What do you thick the man can sell his 
plunder for?” asked the reporter. 
“Well, probably for about $500-perhaps 
more,” sai l tho bookdealer. “And I pity 
the public libraries of the city, for that man 
evidently knows just what woodcuts and en­ 
gravings are the rarest and most valuable, 
and he will play tho same trick in those 
places if the librarians are not very careful.”

Point* About Patent*. 
[Washington Cot. New York Sun.] 
The belief of some persons that sugar in 
paying quantities can be got from cornstalks 
aa well as from sorghum, recalls the fact that 
the state of Connecticut gave to Edward 
Binman a patent for making molasses from 
cornstalks in October, 1717, or nearly 167 
years aga Senator Platt, who introduced 
this statement into a recent speech, cited 
some other curious old Connecticut patents, 
showing that the spirit of invention was 
rife there at an early date. There were no 
devices in the list for manufacturing wooden 
nutmegs, but in 17S3 a patent was given to 
Benjamin Hanks for “a clock which will 
wind itself up.” 
Another interesting point that may be de­ 
rived from Mr. Platt’s tables is, that while 
in 1790 there were but three patents issued 
by the United States government, in 1792 but 
eleven, and in 1795 but twelve, the issue for 
year before last was 18,135, aud for last year 
it was 21,196. At certain epochs there have 
been remarkable jumps in the annual list. 
Thus in ISSI the number of new patents rose 
to 1,759 from only 846 for the previous year, 
and the gain was held and continued. So in 
1866 the new issues were 8,874, but the fol 
lowing year the minibar bounded to 12,301 
Very oddly it never afterward varied 2,000 
up or down during fourteen years, the new 
issues for 1880 being 12,926. 
But the next 
year tho number suddenly started forward 
to 15,548, and there have since been steady 
and great gains, If the re-issues and the de­ 
signs of last year should be added to the new 
patents the aggregate would be 2d,oS3. 


C auals o f In d ia . 
[Foreign Letter.] 
The India canals area distinctive feature of 
the country. They are splendidly built, being 
intended principally for irrigation, although 
having locks, so as to make navigation possi­ 
ble. The largest and most important one is 
the Ganges canal, which cost the govern­ 
ment over £2,000,000.

With all his faults, and 
he has many, the American Indian 
is not half so black as he has been 
painted. 
He is cruel 
in war,

sponsive to a treatment which as­ 
sures him that it is bared upon 
justice, truth, honesty, and com­ 
mon sense; it is not impossible that 
with a fair and square system of 
dealing with him, the American 
Indian would make a better citizen 
than many who neglect the duties 
and abuse the privileges of that 
proud title.” 
When the¡>eoi>le are 
as ready to accept the Indian as a 
citizen as the Indian is to accept 
civilization, provision will speedily 
be made for the instruction of all 
the savages in the ways of civilized 
life, and a rewartj of land, cattle 
and tools will be offered to all In­ 
dians who qualify themselves to 
manage a farm. 
It is folly to con­ 
tinue to pay about $25,000,000 a 
year to 
feed and fight Indians, 
when a less annual expenditure for 
their education during the next ten 
years would make them self-sup­ 
porting citizens.

THE BOOK TH IEPS DEVICE. 


■ ••I n * V aluable B ook* o f Portrait* 
au 4 B are Illu stra tio n s, 
[New York Letter.] 
“The newest trick of book thieves Is a mast 
curious one," said a Nassau street book 
dealer, the other day, “and I confess it took 
me in completely, elthough I have been in 
the business forty yean, and though I knew 
s good deaL 
A very well dreeeed nun came 
in and represented himself as the assistant 
librarian of the new public library in Cleve­ 
land. Ha said he had come to this city to 
buy 20,000 books, among which he wanted to 
inoluda about forty representative copies of 
the old theological works printed in New 
England within the first century after the 
settlement of the Puritans. 
“Of course I gave him permission to look 
at what I bad in that line," said the book- 
dealer. 
“After examining the books for 
about half an hour the man went out, saying 
that he intended tc visit other bookstores in 
tbe neighborhood. 
He returned abont 3 
o'clock in the afternoon and looked again at 
tbe books, and then went away, promising to 
call this morning and make his purchases. 
“Jast after he had gone I noticed that he 
had put one of the books back on the wrong 
•helf. 
It was a volume of Cotton Mather’s 
sermon printed in Cambridge in 1058, and 
was almost unique ic this country. Taking 
It dowa I felt that there was some small 
substance between some of tbe leaves, and, 
sure enough, there was—a piece of wet string 
laid against tbs binding just back of where 
there had been 
a 
woodcut 
portrait of 
Cotton 
Mather 
himself. 
But 
the 
woodcut 
had 
disappeared. 
The 
rascal 
bad slipped the wet string in during his 
first visit to the store, 
and 
it had go 
moistened the paste with which the portrait 
was fastened in tbe book that during bis 
second visit he had slipped the cut out and 
put it in his pocket without cutting or tear­ 
ing it in tbe least. 
An examination of the 
volumes the thief had looked over revealed 
the fact that he had in the same way stolen 
seventeen other woodcuts and engravings, 
the loss of which decreases the value of the 
volumes fully one-half. 
For instance, the 
Cotton Mather sermons were worth $180 with 
the portrait, while without it I can’t sell the 
book for more than $50. 
Do I expect to 
catch him I 
Well, I hardly expect to be so 
fortunate." 
“What do you think the man can sell bis 
plunder for!” asked the reporter. 
“Well, probably for about $500-perhape 
more,” sai I the book dealer. 
“And I pity 
the public libraries of the city, for that mail 
evidently knows just what woodcuts and en­ 
gravings are the rarest and most valuable, 
and he will play the same trick in those 
places if the librarians are not very carefuL”

[Washington Cor. New York Sun.] 
Tbe belief of some persona that sugar in 
paying quantities can be got from cornstalks 
as well as from sorghum, recalls the fact that 
the state of Connecticut gave to Edward 
Hinaian a patent for making molasses from 
cornstalks in October, 1717, or nearly 167 
year» ag*x 
Senator Platt, who introduced 
this statement into a recent speech, cited 
some other curious old Connecticut patents, 
showing that the spirit of invention was 
rife there at an early date. There were no 
devices in the list for manufacturing wooden 
nutmegs, but in 1783 a patent was given to 
Benjamin Hanks for :‘a clock which will 
wind iteelf up.” 
Another interesting point that may be de­ 
rived from Mr. Platt’s tables is, that while 
in 1790 there were but three patents issued 
by the United States government, in 1792 but 
eleven, and in 1795 but twelve, the issue for 
year before last was 18,135, and for last year 
it was 21,196. At certain epochs there have 
been remarkable jumps in the annual list. 
Thus in 1851 the number of new patents rose 
to 1,759 from only 846 for the previous year, 
and the gain was held and continued. Bo in 
1866 the new issues were 8,874, but the fol 
lowing year the numbar bounded to 12,301 
Very oddly it never afterwanl varied 2,000 
up or down during fourteen years, tbe new 
issues for 1880 being 12,926. 
But the next 
year tho number suddenly started forward 
to 15,o48, and there have since been steady 
and great gains. 
If the re-issues and the do- 
signs of last year should be added to the new 
patents the aggregate would be 21,383.

Mr. Huntington being seen, also emphatically 
denied the report. 


Com m odore G arriso n ’s F ailu re. 
New York, June 21.—The announcement 
of the assignment of Commodore Garrison 
descended like a tbunder-bolt in Wall street. 
Only 
Thursday 
the 
commodore had 
emphatically denied the rumors that he was 
embarrassed, clinching the denial with the 
strongest 
assertion 
that 
ho was worth 
$30,000,000. It has been known in financial 
circles for a short time that the commodore 
was somewhat in need of ready cash, but 
in time of disturbance like the present 
this was not thought to be serious for a man 
of such great wealth as he was supposed to 
possess. 
His denial that he bad gone into 
liquidation was accepted as satisfactory, and 
the protesting of the notes of the Pittsburg, 
Cleveland & Toledo Railroad company, in 
which he was an indorser, was believed to 
have been permitted merely to protect him­ 
self. 
There was, therefore, very general 
surprise in business circles when it was offi­ 
cially announced from the county clerk’s office 
that Commodore Garrison had that morning 
executed and filed an assignment of his prop­ 
erty to John T. Terry, the banker, of E. D. 
Morgan Sc Co., No. 52 Exchange place. What 
Commodore Garrison’s liabilities amount to 
is not known by any one. The commodore 
himself is believed to know less about the de­ 
tails of his affairs than George J. Forrest, 
his confidential business manager, aud the 
latter said that he could not make an esti­ 
mate. The amount which the debts will ag­ 
gregate was reported from $2,250,000 to 
$5,000,000. 
L a t e r .—Mr. Garrison’s embarrassment is 
\nuch more serious than was at first sup­ 
posed. Assignee Terry' says he has no idea 
as to how matters stand. Melville C. Day, 
one of Garrison’s attorneys, thinks it will re­ 
quire careful management to liquidate all 
claims. It is thought the street rumor of 
$6,000,000 liabilities is exaggerated. 
The 
nominal assets are likely to be $15,000,000. 
Garrison is a heavy indorser of railroad pa­ 
per. His physical condition is feeble, awing 
to his advanced age,

T n ead ay , J a n e 17. 
The nvcvNsary papers to secure the extra­ 
dition of John C. Er»o have been made out at 
Washington, and officials have gone with 
hem to Canada. 
The Canadian department of customs re­ 
fu» <3 to cit rma of Kentucky permission to 
take whisky into the Dominion and then ex­ 
port it to New York. 
Governor Ordway,|of Dakota, challenges 
United State# Attorney Campbell to a spe­ 
cial investigation of their official conduct, 
and if either or both are found to be corrupt, 
tb^y ere to immediately tender their resigna­ 
tion to the president 
At a balloon ascension in Bordeaux, on 
Sunday, a French soldier fired at George W. 
Roosevelt, the Americau consul. The bullet 
paMtd through bis hat, contusing his head 
and knocking him over. 
It is believed that 
tlie aanulant mistook his victim for an officer 
h d t t o e n t d n n 
W e d n esd ay , J u n e 18, 
H. J. Ramsdell is writing the life of Mr. 
Blaine, which will be published in about two 
weeks. 
At sunrise Monday morning the ther­ 
mometer in sections of New Jersey was down 
to 38, and the frost seriously damaged fruit 
and crops. 
Oue hundred and fifteen Norman homes, 
direct from France, have reached Blooming­ 
ton, Ills., being imported by parties in Mc­

Anthony Comstock, through an agent, has 
began a crusade in San Francisco against 
dealers in immoral books and pictures. 
The Dominion government has granted 
permission to the Canadian Pacific road to 
carry Montana cattle over its line iu bond. 
The fear cf dynamite in London is so great 
that the gates of the palace yard are now 
locked at night after the sittings of parlia­ 
ment. 
The earl of Wilton has bad his tongue cut 
out to eradicate a cancer which threatens his 
life. 
Hitherto cancer in the tongue has been 
.teemed absolutely fatal. 
In a circular to the powers, Turkey says 
that England should withdraw from Egypt 
her army of occupation, and promises to 
supply any extraneous military force re­

The national house has passed the bill to 
prohibit the importation and migration of 
foreigners and aliens under contract to per­ 
form labor. 
Information furnished to the police of Cork 
enticed the discovery of a quantity of arms 
and ammunition which had been buried near 
the barracks. 
It i« probable that congress will not be 
able to adjourn July S as proposed.

A hotel-koeper in Washington says a presi­ 
dent from New York makes his house worth 
$19,000 per year mo*« than if the chief mag­ 
istrate be a citizen of any other state. 
The executive committee of the reunion of 
soldier* and sailors to be held in Chicago In 
August have decided to raise a guarantee 
fund of $5,000. 
Any surplus will be devoted 
to building a memorial hall. 
H. B. Payne, of Ohio, has authorized 
friends to say that he is not a candidate for 
the presidency, and Ohio Democrats are now 
organising a campaign for Hoadly.

this was not thought to be serious for a man 
of such great wealth as he was supposed to 
possess. 
His denial that he bad gone into 
liquidation was accepted as satisfactory, and 
the protesting of the notes of the Pittsburg, 
Cleveland & Toledo Railroad company, in 
which he was an indorser, was believed to 
have been permitted merely to protect him­ 
self. 
There was, therefore, very general 
surprise In business circles when it was offi­ 
cially announced from the county clerk's office 
that Commodore Garrison had that morning 
executed and filed an assignment of his prop* 
erty to John T. Terry, the banker, of E. D. 
Morgan & Co., No. 52 Exchange place. W hat 
Commodore Garrison’s liabilities amount to 
is not known by any one. The commodore 
himself is believed to know less about the de­ 
tails of his affairs than George J. Forrest, 
his confidential business manager, aud the 
latter said that he could not make an esti­ 
mate. 
The amount which the debts will ag­ 
gregate was reported from $2,250,000 to
